NEW YORK (U P)—A federal 
grand jury today accused 46 men 
of conspiring to im port drugs into 
this country from Europe in a 
sealed indictm ent opened today by 
Federal Judge Edw ard Weinfeld. 
U. S. Attorney Paul Williams 
said that H arry Strom berg, better 
known in the underworld as Nig 
Rosen, headed the n a r c o t i c s 
sm uggling syndicate. 


The federal prosecutor said this 
was a “ gigantic operation” and 
that the ring had smuggled 50 
pounds of pure heroin into this 
country with a “street value” of 
more than three million dollars. 
Included are corrupted custom 
inspectors who are no longer with 
the service, he said. They were 
used to m ake the sm uggling of 
narcotics through the port of New 
York feasible. 


Federal agents 
have arrested 
seven in New York, one in Balti­ 
m ore and one in W ashington and 
are continuing the roundup. 


Rosen is a well-known rack et­ 
eer in the New York garm ent 
center, Philadelphia and Miami. 
He is 54. In M arch, 1954. federal 
agents seized prepared opium in 
one of his apartm ents. This was 
the largest seizure of opium ever 
m ade by agents. 


The indictm ent also nam ed 16 
co-conspirators who are not de­ 
fendants but who could be govern­ 
m ent witnesses at the trial. 


The drugs were distributed in 
New York. W ashington, D.C., II- 
linois. Ohio. 
Michigan. Pennsyl- 
vania. 
California, M assachusetts 
and other states. 


“This is a gigantic international 
operation which has been under 
investigation for m any m onths,”
